High officials of tho army and navy were behind the 
coffin and bands made up of his gallent 
comrades 
in the 
world war were at the head of it. President Harding was 
behind the bier to do him homage. Former President Wilson 
made his first public appearance since his retirement from 
office. 
Minute guns boomed out continually as the funeraly pro­ 
cession was passing from the capital to the great marble 
ampitheater in Arlington where the ceremony was opened 
with the playing of the “Star Spangled Banner,” by tjie 
Marine Band 
Long before the rising sun came out from behind a low 
bank of clouds, a long column of soldiers, sailors and marines 
began making their way to the capitol, there to recede into 
their keeping America’s Unknown Soldier and to a c c o m p a n y 
him to his final resting place in Arlington. The day promised 
to be clear and sharply tooled— an almost exact duplication 
of the first Armistice Day three years ago. There was scarcely 
a breath o f wind stirring and the half-masted f l a g s e v e r y ­ 
where about the capitol hung stationary.
